With the passage of the 
fourth anniversary of the Ro- 
mulus rape-slaying of 41-year- 
old Northwest Airlines flight 
attendant Nancy Ludwig, it 
was reported that a national 
DNA network may even yet 
lead Romulus Police to her 
killer. 

Ludwig was found in her 
Romulus hotel room on Feb. 
18, 1991 after being raped and 
viciously slashed to death with 
either a razor or knife, police 
reported at that time. 

DNA tests have been getting 
heavy media play recently 
with the O.J. Simpson case as 
well as the Ann Arbor serial 
rape cases. 

A statewide DNA system 
was developed last March and 
will soon be plugged into a na- 
tional network called CODIS 
(Combined DNA Index Sys- 
tem), which Michigan State Po- 
lice laboratory officials hope 
will lead to the identifying of 
Ludwig’s vicious murderer. 

Lynne Helton, a lab scien- 
tist in an East Lansing State 
Police DNA laboratory, has a 
special interest in solving this 
case one that she calls “the 
single most violent case I’ve 
seen in 10 years.” 

Helton said that the DNA 
tests can identify the same se- 
men source in two different 
cases, thus she is hopeful that 
such a match can be found in 
coming months or years. 

Romulus Detective Lt. Ken- 
neth Kraus urged anyone with 
information on the Ludwig 
murder case to call 941-8400 
and leave a message. 

An $80,000 series of rewards 
remain active, despite the fact 
that close to 1,500 tips have al- 
ready been checked out with- 
out leading to any arrests. 

Under a Michigan law en- 
acted last year, all sex of- 
fenders arrested since Sept. 1, 
1994 have blood samples 
drawn. 

Sex offenders in prison for 
past offenses also will be 
asked to give blood samples 
upon parole. 

The biggest hopes for Ro- 
mulus and State Police remain 
that the murderer is currently 
in prison for some other of- 
fense, or that he becomes in- 
volved in another sex offense 
investigation and his connec- 
tion with the Ludwig murder 
can be determined.

Life savers 

Slide rescues ice victims

Belleville Lake and deep 
area retention ponds just be- 
came safer for skaters and 
ice fishermen. 

The gift of an ice rescue 
sled from the Rotary Club of 
Belleville to the Van Buren 
Public Safety Department’s 
marine search and rescue re- 
covery team has enabled offi- 
cers to safely rescue 
unfortunates who have 
plunged through thin ice. 

“In the past, we were in 
trouble because we never 
had a rescue system. We 
could have only thrown a 
rope, a ladder, or a floatation 
ring,” said Detective Cpl. 
Greg Laurain, team leader. 

With the new sled - a 
small pontoon with a plat- 
form capable of holding up to 
600 pounds of passengers or 
gear -- rescuers can safely 
slide or float to the sub-

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mersed victim, and tow him 
or her back to shore on a 
tethered line. 

“We’re the only depart- 
ment in the area with a sled 
like this,” said Laurain. “It’s 
quick and safe.” 

To master cold water life- 
saving techniques, rescue 
training sessions began on 
Belleville Lake last 
Thursday. 

“We had simulation train- 
ing, with people in the wa- 
ter,” said Laurain, the first 
officer to don a wet suit and 
take the plunge. 

He said that rescuers have 
to learn how to finesse 
around people who are cling- 


ing to the edge of cracked ice 
and screaming for help. 

“One of our most frequent 
calls are to save animals who 
have fallen through the ice 
while chasing ducks,” he 
said. “We have to get the ani- 
mals because, if we don’t, the 
owners will fall in trying.” 

However, the training ses- 
sions do not include simu- 
lated animal rescues. 

Laurain said that, in past 
winters, retention pond res- 
cues were common. “When 
the weather changes, a lot of 
people fall into retention 
ponds. With pond depths 
down to 20 feet, it’s 
dangerous.” 

After sled training ses- 
sions have been completed, 
officers will receive scuba di- 
ving training to help with un- 
derwater rescues. Divers can 
descend 40 feet to the lake’s 
bottom at its lowest rung, 
said public safety director 
Mark Perkins, an avid diver. 


Bedell salary among highest

In a community already po- 
litically divided, the news that 
blunt- talking Romulus Super- 
intendent of Schools Dr. Will- 
iam Bedell is the third highest 
paid area superintendent is 
sure to raise more than 
eyebrows. • 

Bedell, who will haye 
served as local superintendent 
for 15 years in June, has a sal- 
ary listed as $128,041 in a daily 
newspaper’s poll of 82 ni'fea 
school districts. According to 
Bedell that salary also in- 
cludes all his fringe benefits 
and perks, such as a $12,350 an- 
nuity, as well as his car al- 
lowance, health and life 
insurance policies and retire- 
ment payments. 

“If they compared apples to 
apples and oranges to or- 
anges,” Bedell said after talk- 
ing to his lawyer, “we feel that, 
in reality, I would place about 
17th or 18th on the list” 

His contractual salary is 
just under the second highest 
paid superintendent, Seymour 
Gretchko of West Bloomfield 
at $128,322 and substantially 
under the top paid superinten- 
dent David L. Snead of Detroit 
at $151,008.

list didn’t measure apples with 
apples, since he supplied the

Attorney General 
gets probe letter

Allegations and questions 
continue to circulate around 
Romulus, as State Attorney 
General Frank Kelley’s office 
reviews a city request for a 
grand jury investigation into 
local environmental well fi- 
nancial issues. 

Meanwhile financial ad 
viser Jeffery Egan denied last 
week that he was a consultant 
or adviser to the Detroit Police 
and Fire Pension fund during 
the time that the pension 
board was considering or vot- 
ing on any investment pro- 
posal with the Environmental 
Disposal Systems (EDS) well 
project located in Romulus. 

Egan also denied reports 
circulating in Romulus that 
the EDS proposal only won the 
pension board vote by one 
vote. He supplied a copy of the 
pension board’s official min- 
utes that shows the vote actu- 
ally was 8 to 2. 

Egan’s name was featured 
prominently in a Detroit news- 
paper story that reported Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
and U.S. Labor Department 
were probing him in connec- 
tion with ex-Detroit Tiger 
pitching star Denny McLain. 


The probe reportedly was 
looking into the allegation that 
McLain and his partner Roger 
Smigiel converted $2.5 million 
from the Peet Packing Co. 
union employee pension iftto a 
loan for the company. * - * 

That type of loan is reported 
to be against the law without 
clearance from the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

The story induced Romulus 
City Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla to ask the council to sup- 
port a request that Kelley 
convene a grand jury and in- 
vestigate the financial deal- 
ings of Remus Joint Venture 
and EDS. 

Prybyla’s request was sup- 
ported by the entire council, 
except veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry. 

A letter was sent to Kelley 
last week by Romulus City 
Clerk Linda Choate asking 
“that a grand jury be impan- 
eled to investigate the sus- 
pected improper handling of 
fiduciary funds, improper use 
of pension funds, illegal secu- 
rities activities and the sus- 
pected use of funds for illegal 
activities to intimidate/at- 
tempt to bribe elected officials 
by a convoluted joint venture,

Dolores Valdez, current

Raspberry was home sick 
the night of the meeting but 
watched the council actions on 
television. 

According to an earlier re 
port by Police Lt. David Early, 
the poster had burn marks 
around the edge of a news- 
paper story and photo of Rasp 
berry relating to his feelings 
on settling the current costly 
legal squabble over the 
planned environmental injec- 
tion well. 

Featured on the poster was 
the handwritten message, 
“Fire This Man!” 

The poster drew the atten- 
tion of Wandra Raspberry, wife 
of the councilman, and led to

Michigan multiple partnership 
entity called the Remus Joint 
Venture with it’s operational 
general partner being Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems.” 

Choate’s leitei continues 
“recent articles in the public 
newspapers have disclosed 
that many of the same persons 
and groups presently being in- 
vestigated are involved in 
seeking to install the first com- 
mercial hazardous Type 1 
deep injection well in 
Michigan.” 

The letter further said, 
“Egan supposedly received his 
investment interest for bring- 
ing them on board. Frederick 
Hoops is an attorney for the 
operational partner, Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems Inc. 
Frederick Hoops Trust is sup- 
posedly an investor and Mr. 
Hoops w'as involved in bring 
ing investors to the well 
project.” 

Choate’s letter also states 
that EDS has been buying full 
page advertisements stating 
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to some heated dialogue in- 
side the store between the two 
women. 

After Early explained to 
Valdez that the poster was 
open to various interpreta- 
tions (including ethnic intim- 
idation), the store owner took 
down the anti-well statement 
and replaced it with a hand- 
written apology to the Raspbe- 
rry family. 

Early stated that the poster 
maker had drawn flames 
around the news clipping. 

Valdez said the “flames 
were to excite interest (in the 
poster’s message), not 
violence.” 

Valdez stressed her mes- 
sage was not a racial issue, it 
was simply a call for Environ- 
mental Disposal Services 
(owners of the well project) to 
leave town. 

She said as a youth she was 
the target of slurs and even 
thrown rocks because of her 
nationality and was even vic- 
timized as a member of the 
U.S. Air Force during the Viet- 
nam War by those who protes- 
ted the war effort. 

Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla verbally supported Val- 
dez’ stand and said he and his 
family would continue to pa- 
tronize her store. 


Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Claudia House Morcum’s rul- 
ing that federal and Michigan 
state statutes do no preempt 
local zoning ordinances “was 
erroneous.” 

The letter concludes by say- 
ing a $103 million lawsuit 
against Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, and Council per- 
sons Mary Ann Banks. Ran- 
dolph Gear and William 
Wadsworth as well as Building 
Department Director David 
Paul “is obvious intimidation 
for votes.” 

The letter is one more step 
in the escalating battle bet- 
ween the city and EDS and 
comes about a week after 
McAnally announced she 
would seek re-election. 

A frustrated Wicklund reac- 
ted to Choate’s letter Tuesday 
by stating “for a year and a half 
we attempted to settle with the 
city. When the city broke off 
settlement negotiations we 
sent a letter to the city council 
asking them to respectfully 
reconsider. 

“They ignored our request. 
Immediately thereafter we 
filed a lawsuit against 
McAnally and other officials. 
Then McAnally sent a letter to 
the voters which attacked me 
viciously,” Wicklund stated, 
and “lied about our historical 
relationship with her and the 
city. 

“We have responded by tell- 
ing the people the truth and 
the facts. Why doesn’t the 
mayor refute these facts in- 
stead of attempting to shift the 
spotlight off of her and on to 
us? Why doesn’t she start tell- 
ing the truth for a change?” 
Wicklund concluded. 


School budget cuts proposed

Proposed budget cuts for 
the 1995-96 school year were 
presented to the Wayne-West- 
land School Board by the ad- 
ministrative council. 

The cuts include negotiable 
and non-negotiable programs 
and services the council feels 
would adequately reduce the 
$6.4 million projected deficit 
the district has projected for 
this fall. 

The non-negotiable items 
reduced the total cuts by half 
still leaving another $3.2 mil- 
lion to be negotiated. 

The closing of four elemen- 
tary schools in the district re- 
duced the deficit by a $1 
million. Other items the coun- 
cil considered non- negotiable 
were the elimination of library 
clerks, relying on volunteers in 
the community to fill the va- 
cant positions. Discontinuing 
planetarium field trips, reduc- 
ing special education pro- 
grams, and implementing the 
early retirement program 
would provide further savings. 

The retirement program 
could save the district $1.2 mil- 
lion if 120 teachers and 10 ad- 
ministrators accept the 
incentive. This, then opens up 
the doors to new people com- 
ing out of college and univer- 
sities with the latest 
technologies and lower 
salaries. 

Patty Brand, chief fiscal of- 
ficer for the district, reported 


talks continue with the con- 
tractor Johnson Controls in re- 
gards to reducing the energy 
usage of the district saving $16 
million during a 15-year time 
period. The guarantee by the 
contractor will allow the dis- 
trict to address other items ad- 
ditional funds have been 
allocated for. However, Brand 
admits the savings will come 
with an expected cost factor of 
$5.4 million during the first six 
months of the project. “You 
need to spend money to save 
money,” Brand said 

The council also provided 
the school board with a list of 
negotiable items they may con- 
sider cutting. Those potential 
items include privitization 
where possible, increasing 
classroom size, district-wide 
salary decreases, restructur- 
ing transportation routes, and 
the proposal of a spring mill- 
age election. 

Superintendent Larry J. 
Thomas suggested the school 
board not hold a millage elec- 
tion this spring at the same 
time the school board elec- 
tions are scheduled. 

“The millage would be a 
temporary relief,” said 
Thomas. 

The enhancement millage 
would yield three mills for a 
two-year period generating 
$2.1 million. 

The school district must 
have a balanced budget by 
next June or the state will be- 
gin withholding funding from 
the district, warned Thomas. 


The area hardest hit in- 
cludes total outgoing expendi 
tures. Approximately *87 
percent of the districts reve- 
nue is controlled by the state 
It is difficult for the districtio 
prepare budgets because bf 
the state’s inability to have fi- 
nal information completed for 
the district, for example aid 
provided for special and voca 
tional education, according to 
the district fiscal officer. 

As a result. Brand finds her 
projected budget amendments 
are continually changing. Be- 
cause the district finds itself in 
a deficit, any additional ex- 
penses will only increase tfce 
current years deficit 

The district faces unknown 
changes that could occur relat 
ing to building maintenance 
such as boiler or roof -prob- 
lems, as well as the possibility 
of the pay-to-participate pro- 
gram being non-self support- 
ing due to unknown 
participation. If a shortfall oc- 
curs, the district incurs an ad- 
ditional expense to the budget, 
officials said. 

The next scheduled school 
board meeting is Feb. 27 
where the board will review 
more cost cutting actions. 

The negotiable items will be 
debated in closed door ses- 
sions by the board. 

“The cuts made to the 
1995-96 budget must have a 
small impact on the education 
process as possible,” said 
Mathew McCusker school 
board president

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Soccer fans can play almost around the clock

If soccer doesn’t fit into 
your normal nine-to-five 
schedule, the Canton Soccer 
Dome has the answer. 

Some 230 teams compete 


during the winter indoor sea 
son starting at 5 a.m. on week 
ends, with the last game 
beginning at 2 a.m 

More than 30 under eight 
year-old teams help to consti 
tute the total, with the bulk un- 
der 16. 


The current season began in 
January and runs through the 
last of March, costing the 
teams $650 for eight games 
now, compared to $695 for nine 
games in the fall. 

The Soccer Dome has been 
operational since 1987. thanks 


to three air blowers which 
keep it inflated. The 125 foot 
by 295-foot structure is 47 feet 
mgh with a field measuring 85 
ieet by 185 feet, within the 
range of field standards for in- 
door soccer. 

Since the collapse of the 
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dome approximately five years 
ago, there have been no prob- 
lems, according to operations 
manager Mike Raupp. The 
probiem was caused by a 
power failure in a wind storm 
when a back-up generator 
failed to function, Raupp said. 

The structure is stored in 
five pieces, each weighing two 
tons. It takes about three days 
to store and put away, com- 
pared to the week and a half 
needed to finish the inside 
when it goes up. 

“The materials which make 
it are hi-tech,” Raupp ex- 
plained, “materials similar to 
the Silverdome.” 

Inspiration for the dome 
came from a New York com- 
pany in the ‘50s, which devel- 
oped it as an obstruction-free, 
temporary, defense structure. 

What keeps soccer competi- 
tion going there, however, is 
largely a commitment on the 
part of the McNamara family, 
who schedule the teams and 
referees. Fifty referees, made 
up of 20 adults, 15 kids and 15 
high school students are 
scheduled by Tom McNamara 
with support of his wife, 
Eileen. 


McNamara said senior ref- 
erees are scheduled for the 
whole season, two months 
ahead, and the younger ref- 
erees fill in on a monthly basis. 

“I try to get kids who have 
played the sport, real dedi- 
cated kids who work hard. It’s 
a day-to-day, ongoing basis,” he 
said. “It’s a nice income for col- 
lege students, as well, who can 
make more money at the 
dome.” he said.

A 6-year-old Wayne youth is 
making history at his school 
with the assistance of his 
teachers and family. 

Jonathan Martin was at- 
tending the Burger School for 
the Autistic in Garden City, 
and after only three years, he 
has taken a giant step by grad- 
uating from the school and en- 
tering a “cross-categorical” 
classroom at Kettering Ele- 
mentary in the Wayne-West- 
land School District. 

“We’re so proud of him," 
said his mother Victoria Mar- 
tin. “There are so many people 
who helped make this possible 
including Dave Den Houter, 
Diane Pitt and Linda Pittman.” 

Martin was diagnosed when 
he was 2 years old that he was 
autistic, according to his 
mother. His determination to 
achieve everything he tou- 
ched, however, brought him to 
Burger School. 

“We placed him at Burger 
because of Dave Houter,” Vic- 
toria Martin said. “He told us 
about the wonderful programs 
they have at the school and the 
exceptional teachers. Because 
there are only five children in 
the program at one time, the 
students receive one-on-one 
attention from the teachers.” 

Martin said before her son 
entered Burger he was shy, 
rarely spoke to anyone and 


kept to himseit. 

“Now he talks to his 
teachers on the phone and 
can’t wait to get to school,” 
said Martin "He’s happy and 
enjoying learning about new 
things. Burger has made all 
the difference for him " 

By graduating from Burger 
and being accepted into the 
Kettering “cross-categorical’ 
program, the 6-year-old has en- 
tered what is considered as 
close to being in a regular 
classroom setting as a child 
who is not autistic, according 
to his mother. 

“He has achieved so much 
in the last three years, and I’m 
so proud of him,” said Martin. 
“I even wrote a poem about 
each of his teachers to thank 
them for all that they have 
done.” 

Martin has created the 
poem “Our Precious Burger” 
to thank the staff at the school 
for assisting Jonathan with at- 
taining his goal of graduating. 
The poem is as follows: 

Our Precious Burger 
“ Burger is a special school 
Where special people go. 

She was bom in 73' 

For special kids to grow. 

She is more than just a 
building 

That sits on Dillon Street 
She provides a welcome mat 
Of love beneath her feet. 

She stands tall for everyone

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A few weeks ago. Verlie 
Whilhite, a RECAP suppor- 
ter of note, took exception 
to a portion of my column 
that labeled the Romulus 
deep well issue as one that 
has divided the community. 
Her opinion was that the 
community stood solidly 
against the well issue. 

Two events would tell us 
otherwise. First, an elec- 
tion last June at which Ro- 
mulus voters were asked 
whether they would ap- 
prove one mill property tax 
increase to establish an 
“environmental protection 
fund to be used for pending 
and further legal and non- 
legal matters,” did not pass. 
This millage was sought to 
fight EDS, the deep well 
owners, in court. 

Secondly, a telephone 
survey conducted by Moore 
and Associates, Inc., a 
Southfield firm paid by 
EDS, reported results that 
indicated an overwhelming 
number of Romulus voters 
opposed the continuance of 
using taxpayers dollars for 
legal costs to pursue the 
lawsuit against EDS. 

Now, you might dismiss 
this as EDS influenced. You 
could argue the results 
were bought and paid for. 
However, I don’t think you 
can refer to the earlier 
election and say that. That 
election was contested 
fairly with proponents of 
both positions getting their 
message to the voters. 

It has been said over and 
over that neither side wants 
to see this issue end up in 
court. EDS has made a cou- 
ple of offers to settle. Vo- 
ters do not want to spend 
more of their money to fight 
it. Maybe the best way to 
end this issue once an for 
all would be to institute a 
binding referendum. 

A binding referendum 
could be initiated by any- 
one. They would need a cer- 
tain percentage of the 
Romulus registered voters 
Who cast their ballots in the 
last election to sign a peti- 
tion indicating they favored 
an election. Once gathered. 



those petitions would be is- 
sued to City Hall, and our 
public servants would have 
to call an election. 

• 

The one deep well ques- 
tion that continues to per- 
plex me is why did Mayor 
Beverly McAnally change 
her position on the EDS 
project from one “that the 
city has no jurisdiction 
therefore, there is nothing 
we can do about it,” to tak- 
ing every legal means possi- 
ble to stop it? 

The first position was 
held over a three-year pe- 
riod. Then, in 1994. some- 
thing triggered a change in 
attitude. Can someone ex- 
plain this to me?

In other Romulus news, 
it was interesting to see 
that Romulus School Su- 
perintendent William Be- 
dell is the third highest 
paid superintendent in the 
metro Detroit area. His 
$120,000 plus salary is less 
than Detroit School Super- 
intendent David Snead 
(who has a budget and stu- 
dent count 20 to 30 times 
greater than Romulus) and 
$200 less than West Bloom- 
field’s top dog. 

In my opinion, this is ab- 
solutely appalling. Ro- 
mulus Schools is one of 
metro Detroit’s smallest 
school systems. Superinten- 
dents at schools of similar 
size are being paid in the 
$70,000 to $80,000 range. 

In addition, well-docu- 
mented MEAP scores 
would seem to indicate that 
Romulus is performing 
well below state averages 
despite having more money 
per pupil than most 
schools. 

The Romulus Board of 
Education has been far too 
generous with their top em- 
ployee. It is time to adjust.

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Attorney 
comments 
on deep well 

To the editor: 

It is with dismay that I read 
of the ongoing turmoil regard- 
ing the operation of the EDS 
and REMUS joint venture 
deep well located in Romulus. 

My involvement with Ro- 
mulus goes way back to the 
township days, having served 
as a township attorney, and 
then as a city attorney for 
many years. While I haven’t 
been actively involved for 
about eight years, I have kept 
my eye on the city activities. 

For the most part, good com- 
mon sense and sound judg- 
ment have prevailed over the 
years. But now? Let’s take a 
look. It appears that these are 
the facts: 

1. It was proposed to the city 
that a safe well, MDNR- and 
USEPA- approved, be con- 
structed in Romulus at a loca- 
tion which would be suitable. 

2. The city welcomed the 
construction of the well, and 
the selected site. 

3. The city attorney stated 
(three times in writing) that 
the city could not obstruct con- 
struction of the well. The city 
gave copies to EDS, giving EDS 
a right to reiy on the opinions. 

4. The well was constructed 
- at enormous cost to EDS and 
REMUS - with all required 
safeguards. 

5. The city administration 
changed its mind about the 



well alter it had already been 
drilled. 

6. Extensive litigation has 
now ensued, with more almost 
certain to follow, particularly a 
taking claim that would follow 
a ruimg against REMUS by the 
Romulus ZBA. 

Can Romulus win? My re- 
view of the facts, research of 
the applicable law, and 37 
years of legal experience says 
no! The city may win an occa- 
sional motion in a court hear- 
ing. It may even eventually 
prevail on some important is- 
sues. Does that mean that the 
city wins? And, what is the cost 
to the taxpayers? 

Even if the city ultimately 
wins each lawsuit to prevent 
the well operation at its pre- 
sent site, its past actions in 
welcoming the well will likely 
subject the city to huge costs 
under a condemnation- re- 
lated legal theory. I do not be- 
lieve that the city will win such 
lawsuits. 

If the city ultimately loses 
such lawsuits, its financial ex- 
posure includes huge damages 
for lost profits, and litigation 
related costs and fees. Plus, 
the well stays where it is. 

In either case, legal fees 
and litigation costs, now in the 
1/2 million dollar range, could 
and will likely cost millions of 
taxpayers dollars with no re- 
coupment by the City. There is 
only one source for these 
funds. The taxpayers have al- 


ready said “no” in a referen- 
dum vote. 

Can the matter oe resolved 
in a manner which is fair to the 
city, its taxpayers and the well 
owners? Yes! The interested 
parties can sit down together 
and reasonably determine 
what are the valid citizen con- 
cerns. valid city interests, and 
the needs of the well owners. 
That is what a court is eventu 
ally going to do if the inter- 
ested parties don’t If it goes 
that far, no one wins. 

What is needed is tne appli 
cation of good, old-fashioned 
Romulus problem-solving 
common sense. Further delay 
could by devastating.

Sumpter supervisor outlines landfill history, questions county

In 1989, Wayne County offi- 
cials were engaged in a frantic 
search to identify new landfill 
capacity in the county. 

They faced an impending 
state deadline, under the man- 
dates of Public Act 641, to 
identify 20 years’ worth of 
landfill capacity in the county. 
With the deadline imminent, 
they didn’t have enough land 
designated to meet the 20 year 
requirement. 

To resolve their dilemma, 
they turned to Sumpter Towns- 
hip, located on the rural south- 
west corner of the county. 
County officials gave the 
township an ultimatum: a new 
landfill would be located 
there, with or without their 
permission and cooperation. 

As one of the smallest, poor- 
est and most rural governmen- 
tal units in Wayne County, 
Sumpter Township was in no 
position to fight the county’s 
dictates. 

The township had a deficit 
budget with no indication of 
growth in its tax base. 

So, township officials reluc- 
tantly decided to make the 
best of their dilemma. If they 
were going to be forced to ac- 
cept a new landfill in their 
township, they would do it on 
their terms in a way that would 
help reinvest in the township. 


As a result, they negotiated in 
good faith, an agreement with 
City Management Corporation 
and Wayne County to locate a 
landfill in the far southeast 
corner of Sumpter Township. 

The agreement was reached 
after a series of public meet- 
ings and two public hearings 
to assure every interested 
party in the Township had a 
say in the process. Before the 
Sumpter Township Board took 
a final vote on June 14, 1990, 
everyone in the audience was 
given a chance to speak on the 
question. 

Under the negotiated agree- 
ment, the Township govern- 
ment collects royalties on 
every cubic yard of solid waste 
and ash disposed of in the new 
landfill, known as Carleton 
Farms. 

The township was guaran- 
teed free disposal of all resi- 
dential waste generated in the 
township, a property value 
protection plan for residents 
living near the landfill, an 
area for the township to oper- 
ate a recycling facility. 

The township received 
cleaning of all ditches in the 
township to stop chronic prob- 
lems with flooding, and up- 
grading of its emergency 
services capabilities, includ- 
ing the purchase of new police 
cars and other vehicles and a 
new fire hall. 


Those royaities have more 
than doubled the size of the 
township’s budget. They have 
made it possible to make im- 
provements, such as beginning 
a sewer system for the towns- 
hip that it previously was un- 
able to afford. 

Known as a “Fast Track 
Agreement,” the agreement 
was signed by Wayne County 
Executive Edward McNamara, 
whose agencies had forced the 
township into this situation in 
the first place. 

It identifies Section 36 in 
Sumpter Township as the site 
of the landfill. It specifies the 
landfill will have a minimum 
capacity of 21-million cubic 
yards, a number which was put 
in to guarantee the township a 
minimum of revenue. 

It does not set a maximum 
limit on the landfill capacity. It 
states that the landfill may be 
developed “in stages or phases 
of construction and 
operation.” 

Once the agreement was 
reached, regulation of the 
landfill reverted to the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Re- 
sources (MDNR), which, under 
state law, regulates landfills in 
Michigan. This past July, act- 
ing in accordance to state reg- 
ulations, City Management 
Corporation applied to the 
MDNR to begin Phase Two of 
Carleton Farms, which would 
bring the total permitted ca- 


pacity of the landfill to 36 mil- 
lion cubic yards. 

The county, which knew 
from the beginning the 
planned landfill would involve 
an entire section of land, sud- 
denly was fighting to confine it 
to a small portion of that 
section. 

Township officials made 
clear their feelings on last July 
when they passed a resolution 
by unanimous vote supporting 
the design of Carleton Farms 
“to its full design capacity.” 

The MDNR, after evaluating 
the voluminous documents 
that made up the original 
agreement, concluded that the 
agreement did not set any 
limits on the size of the land- 
fill. It further concluded that 
other proposed phases of the 
landfill up to its maximum de- 
sign capacity, are consistent 
with the Wayne County Solid 
Waste Management Plan. 

The question is why Wayne 
County would put a gun to 
Sumpter Township’s head, 
force them to open a landfill 
they didn’t want, and then try 
and force them to keep it so 
small or put other limits on it 
such that it wouldn’t yield the 
benefits the township was 
promised as a trade-off for sit- 
ing the landfill in the first 
place. 

And why would the Wayne 
County Solid Waste Landfill 
Siting Committee just last year

New Mustang is sleek in 
design, slow in performance 


The word cult is defined by 
Webster’s Dictionary as de- 
voted attachment, extravagant 
admiration to a person or 
principle. 

This word best describes 
the followers of the 1995 Ford 
Mustang. Drastic and dramatic 
changes occurred on this car 
in 1994. A new skin was de- 
signed through many hours of 
public polling of the desires of 
Mustang fans. 

What has resulted is a car 
that looks great from any an- 
gle. 

I was surprised that when I 
stomped on the pedal of this 
revised muscle car there was 
very little drama-not to men- 
tion acceleration. 

My 5.0-liter high output V-8 
GT test car, mated to an auto- 
matic transmission, did not 
jump like an unbroken pony. 
Rather, it made a lot of noise 
and sucked fuel. 

To say this was a disappoint- 
ment would be an understate- 
ment I was not able to drive a 
5-speed manual version, but 
my guess would be that it 
would perform more like the 
cars of the past. 

What did impress me was 
the ride quality of this car. 
Even with the optional 17-inch 
wheels and tires, this car 
drove better o^er the imper- 
fections, excuse me, I mean 
roads around Detroit better 
than some luxury sedans that I 
have been in. 

The steering feel is a bit 
numb, but this car stuck like 
glue when pushed around tight 
corners. The rear of the car 
never tended to wander out of 


line like the Mustangs of just a 
few years back. 

Ford has made the car a 
much more solid car that is ba- 
sically a “no brainer” to drive 
fast. 

The best thing about the 
new Mustang, in my opinion, is 
its new interior. All of the 
squeaks and rattles have been 
virtually eliminated. It seemed 
nice to not have to turn the ra- 
dio all the way up just to mask 
the noise of the dash. 

With the optional Mach 460 
stereo, turning the radio all 
the way up in the new Mustang 
would result in a shattering of 
the windows, no exaggeration. 
The only negative about the in- 
terior is the seats. It felt as if a 
fist was in the middle of my 
back after extended periods 
behind the wheel. 

The Mustang and Mustang 
GT models are offered in 
coupe and convertible 
versions. 

Convertibles, with color- 
keyed cloth headliner and 
heated rear window, ac- 
counted for one out of three 

1994 orders. The pace is ex- 
pected for 1995. 

The Mustang series is pow- 
ered by a 3.8 liter V-6 engine. 
My test vehicle (GT) has a 5.0 
liter high output V-8 under the 
hood. 

Ray Nabozny, sales man- 
ager at Pat Milliken Ford, de- 
scribed the highlights of the 

1995 Mustang. 

“The car is built so much 
better than those in the past 
years,” Nabozny said. “The fit 
and Finish are excellent.” 

Nabozny said that Mustang 
car sales have been excellent 


“The Mustang has a cult fol- 
lowing,” he said. “People who 
buy Mustangs have either been 
around them for years or have 
wished for one to be in their 
driveway.” 

The Mustang was the first 
pony car to originate. The 
Camaro and Firebird are a re- 
sult of competition between 
General Motors and Ford. 

According to Paul 
Fitzgerald, a sales manager at 
Blackwell Ford in Plymouth, 
the styling of the Mustang is 
what attracts many buyers. 

“The styling and cockpit de- 
sign is refreshing and sharp,” 
Fitzgerald said. 

So, if you want to become a 
member of a cult following 
without being labeled deviant, 
the 1995 Mustang is your an- 
swer. My particular test vehi- 
cle was loaded with every 
available option except a con- 
vertible top. 

Now hold on to your boot 
straps. The price is $22,855. 

Fortunately, Ford offers 
many other options to fit 
nearly everyone’s price range. 
The car is an excellent value 
when Fit and Finish are taken 
into consideration. If you want 
the most power and accelera- 
tion for the money, then you 
should look elsewhere. 

If you want a well-built car 
that is an overall pleasure to 
drive on the weekends, than 
look to Ford. 

Rumor has it that 1996 may 
hold the key to the more pow- 
erful engine that the Mustang 
is lacking. Power aside, the 
horse gallops into 1995 pol- 
ished up and ready to play.

It’s a race to the Oscar finish line, and Forrest Gump is leading 
the pack with 13 nominations including Tom Hanks for best 

actor. 

Forrest Gump is a romantic docu-fable about a slow-witted 
man with a generous heart who has the ability to find himself at 
remarkable events in U.S. history. 

Directed by Robert Zemeckis, the flick stars Hanks, Robin 
Wright, Gary Sinise, Mykelti Williamson and Sally Field. 

Other actors vying for the front-row Oscar seat include: Mor- 
gan Freeman-The Shawshank Redemption; Nigel Hawthorne-Thc 
Madness of King George; Paul Newman -Nobody’s Fool; and John 
Travolta- Pulp Fiction. 

The Madness of King George is a tragicomedy based on Alan 
Bennett’s award-winning play about his life of King George III 
who apparently lost his sanity and was ill-equipped to deal with 
his evil son. 

Nobody’s Fool is based on the life of a hard-luck 60-year-old 
construction worker (Paul Newman) with no steady work, love or 
money. He tries to reunite with the son he abandoned long ago. 

Pulp Fiction is a bizarre black comedy that follows a day in the 
life of two hitmen, a mob boss and a greedy prizefighter. 

For the category of Best Actress, the nominees are: Jodie 
Foster- Nell; Jessica Lange-Blue Sky; Miranda Richardson-Tom 
and Viv; Winona Ryder-Little Women; and Susan Saradon-TTie 
Client. 



Those who should have been in the list but didn’t quite make 
the cut included Kirsten Dunst in Interview With The Vampire. 
The Late Jessica Tandy is also missing from the slate for her 
outstanding supporting work in Nobody’s Fool. Tandy died last 
year at the age of 85. 

Bruce Willis, who showed his fans another side of his acting 
ability, did not catch the attention of Oscar officials with his 
work in Pulp Fiction and Nobody’s Fool. He has, however, at- 
tracted offers for many other films as a result of his performance 
in those two flicks. 

Other actors and actresses who should have earned a nomina- 
tion include: Jennifer Jason-Leigh-Mrs. Parker and the Vicious 
Circle; Tommy Lee Jones-Cobb; Hugh Grant-Four Weddings and a 
Funeral; and John Turturro and Ralph Fiennes-Quiz Show. 

Although Dinsey’s hit movie The Lion King was expected to 
grab many nominations, it only captured four in music 
categories. 

For the top movies, Pulp Fiction, Bullets and The Shawshank 
Redemption snagged seven nominations. Quiz Show took in only 
four. 

With 13 nominations, Forrest Gump joins an elite list of four 
flicks that have made history including: Gone With The Wind- 
1939; From Here To Eternity-1953; Mary Poppms-1964; and Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf?- 1966.

kilt that he sports Williams 
said. 

His Loyalist uniform was 
made after extensive research, 
Williams said, and includes a 
festive looking military coat, 
shirt, vest and kilt. In addition 
to his musket, he also sports a 
Highland back sword and 
bayonet. 

Williams explains that he 
personally made his own uni- 
form. It took about 30 hours 
just for the coat itself, two 
hours for the kilt (made of 24- 
ounce wool) and several hours 
each for his shirt and vest 

“Privacy was all but a for- 
gotten element of military 
life,” Williams explained, “as 
the tents the soldiers and in 
some cases their families lived 
in were extremely limited in 
size (they usually slept five 
persons).” 

Possessions also were very 
few, as the soldiers were lim- 
ited to what they could carry in 
a pack. 

Williams took the students 


outside the school to fire his 
British Brown Bess 75-caliber 
smooth bare musket replica. 

“We alerted the Romulus 
police to the demonstration,” 
he said, “and it is a good thing 
we did, since about half a 
dozen calls were phoned to 
headquarters from neighbor- 
ing homes about the sounds of 
gunfire.” 

The 84th Regiment of Foot 
was created long before infan- 
try divisions existed. His par- 
ticular unit consists of about 
25 military men and their fami- 
lies. They put on about eight to 
10 re-enactments a year, in- 
cluding one at Greenfield Vil- 
lage in Dearborn. 

Williams has been an avid 
history buff since his days as a 
youth. Today his wife, Kathy, 
who is a student of 18th Cen- 
tury music, and his daughter, 
Amanda, who is learning the 
craft of spinning thread by 
hand, also are actively in- 
volved in the re-enactments. 

The military group owns 
about 2,000-3,000 reprints ol 
Revolutionary War archive pa- 
pers and documents, Williams 
said.

Senior spiker excels at volleyball and academics

Volleyball player Christee 
Maciejewski was a late 
bloomer. Until her senior year 
at Belleville High School, she 
usually sat on the bench. How- 
ever, with the help of new 
coach Dave McCarney, she has 
become a solid back row de- 
fensive player, helping the Ti- 
gers on the way to their first 
winning season. 

With a 5-3 record, the Tigers 
are in second place in the 
Mega League. 

“It’s a great experience win- 
ning and bringing a lot of fans 
out to the games," she said. 

Last Wednesday, Macie- 
jewski and the team played 
their best match of the season, 
blowing out first place Taylor 
Kennedy in two straight games 
- 15-9 and 15-8. In the victory, 
Maciejewski starred by deftly 
handling most of Kennedy’s 
spikes and by distributing six 


setters to teammates, mostly to 
Cindy Price and Julie Jones. 

“This is the first year that 
we have a chance to win the 
league,” she said. 

Quite a change from last 
year, when Maciejewski saw 
little action. 

“I sat on the bench with a 
weak team,’’ she said. 

Now she’s co-captain (with 
Dawn Corwin) and plays most 
of the game in the back row, 
where she is considered the 
team’s best digger. (She goes 
down low to dig up spiked 
balls before they reach the 
floor and bump them up to the 
front row, above the net, for 
her teammates to hammer 
home.) 

But, at 5-feet, five-inches, 
she is too short to be an effec- 
tive spiker so she’s not rotated 
to the front row. 

She is overjoyed about the 
change in the team’s fortunes. 
“I love the feeling when the 


starters names are called out, 
and I love the feeling after 
we’ve won,” she said. 

She attributes the improve- 
ment to the arrival of coach 
McCarney. 

“We can tell he cares for us, 
that he’s there for us, and that 
he supports us if we lose,” she 
said. “He takes me aside and 
encourages me to step up my 
game. I’m having a lot of fun 
being coached by him. Last 
year we were too serious, 
which was a mistake because 
you don’t play your best unless 
you like what you’re doing.” 

Another difference is the 
team’s youth. She said, “We 
only have five seniors and it’s a 
lot of fun playing with the 
younger athletes. They joke 
around and do silly things and 
give the team a different 
attitude.” 

Credit must also go to the 
team’s new net system, in- 
stalled this year at South Mid- 
dle School, that allows the 


varsity to practice alone for 
the first time, she said. The Ti- 
gers practice five days a week 
and play twice - on Mondays 
and Wednesdays. The season 
continues into March, with the 
district tournament beginning 
March 3. 

“The team will keep on im- 
proving,” she said. “It has a 
great future.” 

Maciejewski hopes that her 
performance this season will 
lead to a scholarship. “I’d like 
to play in college and have 
sent applications to School- 
craft and Eastern Michigan 
University,” she said. Her 
older brother and best friend, 
Tony, a former Tiger basket- 
ball player who received a 
scholarship from Schoolcraft 
College, helped her write the 
applications. 

An honor student, Macie- 
jewski wants to major in busi- 
ness. “I’d like to be a financial 
manager because I’m inter- 
ested in business,” she said. 


Currently, she is working at 
China King on weekends as a 
waitress. “I'm saving up for 
spring break at Panama City. 
Fla.,” she said. “I’ll play sand 
beach volleyball there. It’s a 
lot of fun. You play it without 
kneepads or shoes - and some- 
times your feet burn. There 
are four players instead of six, 
so there’s more court to cover.” 
In addition to playing volley- 
ball, Maciejewski is also on 
the varsity track team.

“I like to be the best that I 
can,” said Belleville High 
School sophomore Tammy Pi- 
etrowski.

sions, rear ends, and electronics - a 
house specialty. So special that 
most shops bring their electric work 
to Autoline because of the com 
pany’s knowledge and equipment, 
said Siedlak. 

“We’re the only shop that has Sun 
Electronic’s MCA 3000 for elec- 
tronic engine analysis,” he said. “I 
used to be an instructor for Sun, 
teaching repair shops how to use 
the machine, which - if used prop- 
erly - can analyze a car’s entire 
electrical system in two minutes. As 
a former instructor, I know the MCA 
3000 inside and out.” 

Siedlak and partner A1 Bellovary 
bring years of automotive mastery 
to Autoline. Both were trouble 
shooters for a large chain of auto- 
motive repair shops, doing all the 
chain’s trouble shooting. Siedlak 
also has experience working in pro- 
totype shops, where he learned to 
design and fabricate custom parts. 

Autoline, which opened last May, 
was a long time dream of the part- 
ners, and the result of two years of 
planning. It’s located in a 13,000 
square-foot building. With 18 work 


stalls, a staff of 12 technicians, and a 
large in-house parts inventory, it’s 
set up to handle volume, insure 
timely repairs, and offer “the best 
possible price,” Siedlak said. 

Prices are fine tuned by Mit 
chell’s on-demand triad computer, 
which gives an electronic estimate. 
It’s data base, which contains man- 
uals on all vehicles, is updated ev- 
ery three months. 

“When you type in a problem, it 
provides the exact price, highlights 
the right repairs, and calls up cur- 
rent technical service bulletins,” 
said Siedlak.
